Profitable Maine Indualry. 

Annually about fifteen thousand 
pounds of spruce gum are gath. n d in 
Maine, and practically all of the crop is 
harvested In March, Gum pickers earn 
from one to six dollars a day, and as 
the crop never falls th. y dn fairly well. 
The Maine crop Is larst r tliun all the 
other states combined produce. Th-) 
gum picker wears steel climbing spurs 
on his boots and In his belt he carrir s 
a light hatchet Strapped to his wniat 
Is a bag with a wide mouth for the n- 
ceptlon of the gum. Climbing a tree, 
the pickir proceeds from limb to limb, 
chipping off the lumps of gum as he 
finds them, until hi' reacbos the top.

Not until Johansen in ace'l at Sao 
Qjantin toid his atory to a fellow 
Norwagtaa was h dlssovered that 
an Innocent man was probahlv serv- 
ing the (hree-year term of Grimes. 
TnhSBSun who does not apeak En- 
glish, told his story throogh an inter- 
preter. He said: "AMjore from my 
aiip at Nagasaki, I wa5 in a pa'oon^ 
tnd drank with three men, who ap- 
proached ma. After two drinks with 
them I remember nothing ontil I 
woke up in irona between dacka on a 
ship. I tried to expiala. bat ao oaa 
anderatood ma." 

Itwaafoand that Grimes, oadar 
the name ofJamea H, Ridgera. had 
aerved a term in San Quentit before 
andwaa ralaascd August 10, 1913 
Prison officials looked at Johansan 
and then at a photograph of Grimes, 
alias Rodgers. There was a resemb- 
lance, bat thay ware clearly different 
men.

The averrge viaitor to Montieel'b 
finds himself more or less familiar 
with every object to be seen there 
due to his resding or to what he has 
beard. There ia one thing ai Jeffst 
son's homa. however, that rarely 
fail? to puzzle the visitor; snd 
strangely enouvh. too, because it has 
yerhapi the greatest b^atorical alg< 
niQeancaof all. 

It Is the tunrel throogh which Jef< 
ferson, then Governor of \'ir^;i lia, 
crawled on his handa and knees in 
reaponte to Jack Joueti's warning 
and sneeaiafolly elodad the BriUsh 
aildiara who were after him. 

The stoiy of Jack Jouett'a ride is 
not generally known, and is rartU if 
avar ssaatloaad la test hooka or his- 
tories. But for tha important hap- 
ifenings connected with it. it possess 
es great historical interest, and for 
thrilling faaturee it aquila the wild- 
aatflightaof flethm. Jjuattwaadi 
rect y responsible for preventing th' 
capture of the Virginia assembly and 
the detainment of many eminent 
man of that body, aod he also en- 
a'liad Jrffaraoa to ssespa eaptora 
from Tail .ton's dragoaas who had 
raided Montice!lo. 

Jack Jouett kept the Old Swan 
Travetn in Chathttesville. He did 
not attend particula* ly tp bosineas. 
spendirg a great deal of time on his 
plantation in the neighboiing Louisa 
coaatvandia drivirg faat horses. 
But the travern was so atly conduct- 
ed by his housekeeper that it heeame 
famou?, ar li the members of the I^K- 
iilature in Albemarle county, who 
lived too far away to rMa to the 
meeting place from their own plan 
taiiot s, alwa>s put up there. 

At the time of the ride C )rnwal:is 
waa ravaging parts of Virginia, and, 
aided ly tariatoa'a cavalry, was 
striking terror into the hearts^ of the 
country people. Because the capi- 
tal, Richmond, was threatened by 
this force, the aisambly hastily ad- 
journed to Cbarioiteiville. Amoig 
the disiinwuisheci nis-mbers of the 
as»embly were Pa' rick Henry, Rich- 
ard Baory Lta, Bai>jtaUn Harrieon 
and many others almost as promi- 
nent, who>e capture would have been 
a severe bl )W to the r:ation. Tnom- 
as Jfffaraon waa at the time Gover- 
nor of Virginia, and hie term of of- 
flea aspired four days after hla oai- 
row escape from capture. 
I Jouett was riding to his i laitati( n 
030 day when ba saw a glint of color 
through the traea. Ha cleared the 
I fence and caught sight of a troope 
jof Tatleton's command. Jouet^ 
drove him to a farmhouse and. 
'tlMUgh ha thraateocdAhe cavslry- 
I man's life, be could ham orly that 
. Tar leton hinutlf waa in the neii.'h 
.birhood. Determining to find out 
Ta lataa's plsas, Jouatt charged

He 
m*ant to save the old man from cap 
fu'i' if ; o-sihie. and so dressed him 
in a suit of homespun, put him ot< 
Jefferson's horse with the haip of a 
stableman and propped him up with 
laeka of, grain. Jouett himself 
a?ain changed to the c ntinenta 
uniform, for it was part of hia phn 
to be pursued. 

The two had ridden only a short 
way down the road, after seeing 
Jack's Travern burned by the troop 
ers, when th»y waN purauad by the 
British horse. Jjuatt waived hia 
hand disdiinfu'ly at them which 
drew their whole attention to him, 
while Gen. Stevens waa left safe hy 
tha road. Jouatt'a faat Kentucky 
mare speedily outdistanced hia pur- 
suers and that niirht he joined Wash 
iogton's army. Toe news that Corn- 
wallis was deprive.1 of the services 
of hia Calvary proved of value to the 
eontiiieatal leader, who ahortly af- 
terward penned him up in Yorktown 
end tina \y forced bis surrender.

Jouett 
waa averse to discussing his exploit, 
and tbia helps to exp'ain why ^o few 
bocks mentioned h ni and so few 
people have ever heard of him. 

The only monument to this patriot 
i* a memorial tsb'et in the Redland 
Club in Charlottesville, which standm 
on tha alia of tha old Ssran Taverr.
